TOLEDO, Dec. 31,—A post mortem ex- 
amination was yesterday made on the 
body of Painter, killed by Hank Miller. 
The report of the post-mortem will show 
that death was caused by the ball pass- 
ing through the small insestine, and it be- 
ing coiled, four openings were made 
from which 
the 
intestinal contents 
passed into the 
abdominal 
cavity. 
Clotted blood from the cut vessels also 
poured into this cavity, and evidence of 
inflammation was found through the en- 
tire abdominal cavity. 


"No effort could have saved his life," 
said Dr. Woods, ''as the wound was 
necessarily fatal." 


The funeral of Painter took place this 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


MILLER'S DEIEEANOIL. 


Since Miller has been confined in the 
central station, his actions have been 
quiet and unobtrusive. 
He does not 
care to talk and avoids the main entrance 
to the prison as much as possible. 
He 
seldom sits down, but walks the floor 
continiially and appears to be absorbed 
in deep thought. 
He carries his over- 
coat thrown over his left arm, as though 
preparing to go out, aud has nothing to 
say to the other prisoners, wishing to be 
left entirely alone. 


A reporter called and saluted him as 
follows: 


"How are you this morning, Hank?" 
"Oh, miserable, 
I'm sick, very sick, 
and don't know half the time what I'm 
doing." 


"Well, won't you make a statement in 
regard to the trouble?" 


"No, I don't care to talk and please 
don't ask me, 
I'm suffering terribly, 
you have no idea how much, not the 
slightest idea, I refuse to say anything 
in regard to the matter and its no use to 
ask me, I'm nearly dead and sometimes 
I think I will go mad. 
Nobody ever 
suffered more than I'm suffering now," 
and he turned and walked away. 


At times when the reporter was talk- 
ing with him he was gazing into space 
and seemingly heard nothing, lor at in- 
tervals he would turn around with a jerk 
and ask: "What did you say?" 
Occa- 
sionally he would talk a little, very 
slowly and deliberately, and then relax 
into thought aud absent-mindedness. 
He is evidently suffering from some- 
thing, and it is also evident that he does 
not intend to make a statement until the 
trial. 


When almost across he saw the United 
States revenue cutter, Oliver Wolcott, 
coming towards him, with the evident 
intention of examining his craft. He be- 
came alarmed and'iQ avoid the penalties 
attaching to the offense of smuggling 
Chinese into the United States, resolf ed 
to make way with the evidence 6f his 
guilt. 
He called the Chinamen out of 
the cabin, one by one, and as they came, 
struck them on the head with a club 
and pitched them ^erboard. 
In this 
way he got rid of the whole number and 
when boarded by tfboat from the cutter 
no evidence whatever of a criminating 
nature was found.

The Oazette is more manly this morn- 
ing and says frankly it favors bonding 
the debt. 
In its local columns it 
traces the increase of county orders. 
Three years ago Wm. 
Briant assumed the 
duties of county commissioner. The 
Oazette styled him "the great and only 
republican economist," as it did Sheriff 
Scheifer and a few others. When Mr. 
Briant 
stepped 
into the office the 
county had a debt of $157,728.06, ac- 
cording to the Gazette's figures. When 
Mr. Briant went out of office the county 
had a debt of $238,105.76. These figures 
are from tbe Gazette and we give them 
the benefit of circulation to argue de- 
cidedly against any further "refoim re- 
publican rule," because under it the 
debt that now confronts us was largely 
created and increased $80,377.70 while 
Mr. Briant held the purse strings. 


tf the scheme to bond the county debt 
meant to perpetuate or unnaturally pro- 
long its existence, 
T H E SENTINEIJ would 
admit the necessity of alarm and per- 
ceive a degree of honesty in opposition 
to it. If it created an increased rate of 
interest or added to the original burden 
there might be some foundation for 
complaint. But when the plan begets a 
lower rate of interest and aims at a 
swifter, steadier and more certain ex. 
tinction of the county debt than were 
it permitted to continue in the form 
of depreciated orders, it is amazing that 
any gentleman should offer resistance. 


THE SENTINEL admits the circulation 
of county orders amounting to $238,105 
and has always recognized the debt, out 
contends it is the outgrowth of most ex- 
tensive and valuable public improve- 
ments, an immense outlay for the poor, 
and the suppression of small pox and 
plagues, not to mention the salaries of 
judges, county officeiB, and the main- 
tenance of tbe jail and county asylum, 
the hospitals and bridge expenditures. 
This debt sprung up with equal rapidity 
while republicans'held office, and they 
alike are "reprehensible" in the eyes of 
shallow economists, who picture people 
blind to every phase of the question but 
their own. 


We all can realize how important it is 
to practice economy and retrenchment 
in county affairs, but would it not be 
foolhardy to preach and pretend this 
sort of business with depreciated orders 
for a basis? Would it not be the height 
of folly to invite contractors to do cheap 
work with this knowledge of a loss of 2 
or 3 cents on every dollar earned from 
the county? 


Tjje plea to longer continue the exis- 
tence of unnegotiable county paper is 
untenable and the objection to funding 
and lessening the county debt is too 
ridiculous for serious consideration. 


This debt problem is understood here 
at home and people are not now wedded 
to political fervor or hatred. 
It places 
newspapers and writers in a delicate po- 
sition to attempt to mislead an intelligent 
people, and while they may inspire ex- 
travagant notions of our affairs abroad 
and iiijure the fame of their home, le^ 
no one for a moment bask in the belief 
that residents of Allen county, inside or 
outside the city, are so verdant that they 
cannot distinguish between republican 
trickery and their own interests and well 
being.

NEW YOKK, Dec. 30.—In the year of our 
Lord 1626, Manhattan island, on which the 
whole of New York city now stands, was 
bought from the Indians for $24. 
Immedi- 
ately thereafter some brave Dutch emigrants 
came and took possession. 
By New Year's 
day, 1627, New York city that was to be, 
contained 200 inhabitants. 
The people had 
prospered mightily. 
They had sowed and 
reaped beans, barley, buckwheat and wheat. 
They had sent over to Amsterdam, in the old 
coimtry, among _ other 
wares, 
thirty six 
wild cat skins, thirty-fom* rat skins, and 
much oak and hickory timbers. 
They were 
sm-e of getting their money back, therefore 
they felt jolly. 
And thus it was, Jan. 1, 
1 6 8 t h e s e stout old Dutch muskrat catchers 
celebrated their first New Year's day. 
They 
were ths founders of the aristocracy of New 
York, but ihey seem in no wise to have had 
any sense of their solemn 
respoRsibility. 
They were most unaristr>cratically jolly, and 
smokeil their pipes and drank great gulps of 
Holland gin without an atom of thought of 
what was due their descendants.

edly they smelt of hides and leather.

16S6, 
The costume of the young lady and 
tfee squat old burgomaster are very quaint 
and jMcturesque. 


In this society the Prst day of the year was 
•more of a holiday than Chi-istinas itself. 
work ceased. 
It was as still a- a New Eng- 
land Sunday in the street; tili afternoon. 
Then New Amsterdam shook herself 
and 
came to life. 


Men's full dress in the old time meant 
something. 
There is one comfort in the 
retrospect of it, at any rate, aud that is t h a t 
it must have taken moil nearly aa long t o 
dress as women. 
W e have a record of mt^n's 
fashions of the time of about 100 j ears pre- 
vious to the breaking out of the revolution. 
When a g' ntleman arrayed himself in 
fit- 
ting costume to go New Year's calling he 
put OA, a shirt with elaborately embroidered 
iront^ brneches of silver cloth or of colored 
iUii;^ and a long waisted Coat with the skirts 
feachiiig almost •"•c the ankles. 
Large silver 
buttons parsed down its entire front, and it 


as cot- away so as to display a gorgeous 
r e h e t w listeoat, trimmed with silver lace. 
Long curlin.2; hair and a moustache adorned 
the head and face, while at the other ex- 
tremity white silken hose covered thr manly 
calves. 
Low shoes with bous and buckles 
completeJ this resplendent costume. 
The 
waiter 
habiliments which 
constitute the 
evening dre^s of the male type of the present 
day do not seem to be an im])rovement on 
the old Dutch fashions. 
Ladies were also 
dressed brilliantly with their velvet jackets, 
and great "mutton leg" sleeves, and hair 
piled mountain 
hic;h and drawn up from 
the face. 
Necklaces were more numerons 
and splendid than the^ are even in our time. 
But the men s u r p a s s ^ the wom^n in spleu- 
dor. 
Arrayed in such gorgeous garments, 
about noon the gentlemen of old New York 
entered the heavy, yet rich, and showy car- 
riages of the lime, and rolled in state from 
house to house. 
Those who had no carriages 
walked, but all made the calls. 
The cusVjni 
was peculiar to New York alone, of all the 
old colonies. 
From that city it spread in 
more modern times all over America. 


N E W TEAB'B DAT, 1786. 


The custom wa- observed for a hundred 
and fifty years, with only a single break, to 
be mentioned later. When Washington was 
president he received New Year's calls, just 
as President Cleveland receives them to^ay. 


But President Washington received f'flUff 
in New York, for that was the capital of the 
nation then. The custom of calling on the 
prasidant on New Year s day wt:nt from thi» 
"|r to WesbingUmf tdmg with the ^pitaL 


ùm&ya year. The pnsident hîniseîS went 
much into society, and tiiere are charming 
paragraphs about it in his diary, which he 
kept as regi^Iy as he did his account 
books. It was etiquette then for a president 
to skip about fr<^y among the citissens, just 
as he pleased, and just as though he waa 
made of flesh and blood like them. Wash- 
ington could make calls, drop in to dinner 
with a friend, go to balls and partie? and do 
anything he liked in a social way, however 
informal; but presidents nowadays can't. 
Neither is that an improvement on the old 
time. On one occasion we find that "G. W." 
dined with Chief Justice Jay, and then his 
journal says: "After which went with Mra 
Washington to the dancing assembly, and 
remain^ there till 10 o'clock." Fancy-it I 
Coming home from a ball at 10 o'clock—just 
the hour when modern New York is going 
there. For the third time, and in this respect 
also, one must be permitted to say that the 
present fashion is not an improvement on 
the old one. 


New Year's day, 1790, between 12 and 3 
o'clock, 
the vice-president, 
the 
go^'ernor, 
mem'jers of both houses of congress and of 
foreign legations, and all the other promi- 
nent men of the city, called on the president. 
Later in the day large numbers of ladies 
and gentlemen called to see Mrs. Washing- 
ton. 
Friday was her reception day, and the 
New Year fell on that date. 
Evening found 
some of the guests still there. 
These wew 
seated, and refreshments were served them. 
In our magnificent days these refreshments 
would have been composed of lobster and 
other salads, champagne and the most ex- 
pensive dishes known. 
In President Wash- 
ington's home .they were only tea and coffee 
and two kinds of cake. 
Washington was in 
a mood of stately jollity, if one may say i t 
"Tell me,»' said the father of his country 
to a New Yorker near him, "is this paying 
visits on New Year's day merely a casual 
observance or is it one of the régulai- usages 
of your city?' 


The New Yorker replied that it was the 
steady thing and ha;l b en ever since the 
first Settlement

served in his Sir Char es Grandison ramirzers 
"The highly favore I situation

York uilL, in the process of years, attract

Washing- 
ton bowed to his guests Jan. 1, 17; ^O. 
With 
the still gay and splemlid dress of the gen- 
tlemen of the time, the scene must have been 
one worth beholding. 


But the general's stately dep^ortment in 
society did not please all his guests alike. 
A 
certain colonel, "A Virginia gentleman, by 
gad, sirl ' one who ha.l been abroad, de- 
clared that the president's prize bows were 
"more distant and stiff' than anything he 
had seen at the court of St. James.

liabilities is placed at $776,000, but it is 
expected that this amount will be re- 
duced 60 per cent. 
The sale will prob- 
ably take place early in March 


The Wabash freight train which left 
Michigan City yesterday morning met 
with an accident at Kankakee, which re- 
sulted in the locomotive being thrown 
from the track and down a slight em- 
bankment. 
The engine was backing in- 
to the side track at the time and the ac- 
cident of course blockaded the main 
line. 
The afternoon passenger 
was 
obliged to make a contour onto the Bal- 
timore and Ohio tracks at Walkerton 
and run westward to Wellsboro, where 
she crossed over to the Chicago and 
Grand Trunk line and return to Stillwell, 
where the Wabash tracks were again 
taken. 


The Pennsylvania railroad company 
during the past year has been making a 
larger class of engines than any that 
have been in use on the main lines of 
that system. 
These engines are known 
as class D, and are for heavy freight ser- 
vice. 
The freight oars have been in- 
creased gradually in the last five years 
from a capacity of fifteen to twenty-five 
tons each, and the weight of the rails 
has been increased from sixty to seventy- 
four pounds. 
As it is not desired to re- 
duce the number of cars in a train, it 
became neceseary to increase the power 
of the locomotives and even now five 
new class D engines are being built in 
the Pittsburg shops here.
